Depression— Its Cause* 

That Bi itish Columbia is depresaed 
is uiideniablti. The reader cairiea the 
evideace in his breast-on his face. That 
Canada's failure to fulfil the suprem« 

■ oliligation of the Treaty of Uniun is 
the ]ivoxiinato csiiise of thin couditioii 
goes without taliciug. But it apijours 
to us thnt the louul organ stultities it- 
»elf, wronjrs the Muckenzio Arlminis- 
tratiou aud lui.sleails popular tliouyht 
■when it undertaken to blaino Ciinuua 
for not prosc;(!utiD{,' the work of rail- 
way con.st ruction under tho original 
nrrungenieut, instead of seeking for a 
new oae. The doctrine that Mr. Mac- 
keiizie should have gone on with the 
work and trusted British Columbia for 
for an extension of time to coniploto it 
■when tho emergency arose, is, wo ad- 
mit, a very plausible one, and at the 
lirsL blush most persons are apt to ac- 
cept it as thoroughly orthodox. But 
we think a little rellection will tend to 
weaken tho faith of the reasonublo por- 
tion of the connuunity in its .sound- 
ness. It is desired to place tho matter 
fnirlv liefor*» the reader; to stibmir it to 
the test of reason, not 25;\ssiou or i)rc- 

juUico, una iL iiia,\ uiiMnc LUai oUjecl, to 
make an extract or two from 51 r. Mac- 
kenzie's speecli, delivered in the House 
of (^ominous and already i)ubliHhc'd in 
these columns. Having adverted to 
the andertaking and failure of his pre- 
decessors, Mr. Mackenzie said : 

"The present Government had to 
undertake to do something that would 
enable this Parliament to carry out in 
spirit if not in li;tter, this part of the 
obligation with British Coiunibia. The 
legal terms of that Union were specilic. 
We were bound within a certain time 
to coustruat that road in a given time; 
but there was also a moral con.sidera- 
tion. The present Lieut. -Governor 
had declared that the o.xact terms 
would only bp exacted if it was in the 
power of the country, and the House 
knew that Sir George (Jurtier was ob- 
•liged, in order to quiet the spirit of 
disquiet among his own followers, to 
pahS a ctrtain resolutiun to tho elfi.'ct 
that the Pacilic Kail way should bo con- 
Htructed by private enterprise and not 
by the Dominion Government, and 
that public aid by grants of land 
should be given — the work to bo con- 
structed provided it did not unduly 
press on the resources of the Domin- 
ion, as the Parliament of tlio Domin- 
ion should thereafter doterniine." 

It must be quite clear that, under 
the circumstances, and with the re- 
stnctious iinpoHcd by Parliament and 
assented to by 13riti.sh C'ohiuibia, the 
original compact had not only been 
broken but had become impossible of 
fulfilment at tho time the prenent Ad- 
ministration came into office. Let Mr. 
Mackenzie again speak: 

"Under these circumstances the pre- 
sent Govei'ninent assumed (jflice. They 
were quite aware that the difficulties 
to be burmuuuted were extreme. They 
were quite aware also that British Co- 
lumbia had declared the terms oi 
Union to have been violated, though he 
was also, awaie that the lion, gtn- 
tlomaii had given it as his le^'ul opiu- 
ion that tue woik.'i of couatrucuon 
were commenced by the surveys. He 
also remembered that at a time of pai- 
ticular emer<'eiji!v, tlio farce of coiii- 
raenuiug tho road iiad been gone 
through with by driving stakes at Es- 
quiiiialt. L'ndc-r tnenci circumstances 
the present Government thoujfht that 
the leastthey could do in tho meantime 
was to confer with the local authori- 
ties of the Province and to endoavuur 
to ascertain from them if any nuan.-^ 
could be arranged by which an extun- 
fliou of time could bo piocured for the 
prosecution of the work. With that 
view an agent was sent to that Pro- 
vince. « + * 4^ xf^ on the other 
hand, tho local authonties \ver( deter- 
mined to tlciiiand tho whole terms, it 
became evident that this House could 
only concede to them those terms, and 
nothing more. The Government in- 
structed Mr. Edgar to state that they 
would be p epared to undertake the 
the coninu'iicement of the w(jrl: ui)oii 
the Island iniinodialolT. and ko booh 
as the works could bo placed under 
contract,they would expend fl.SOJ.OUO 
a year on the woik. 

Now, we think nio.st reasonable per- 
sons will concede that, under all the 
circumstances, ,AIr. Mackenzie adopt- 
ed tho proper course, and that the lo- 
cal Government did wrong in rofu.sing 
to negotiate. We do not mean to nay 
that the piopoaal submitted was good 
enough, although wo will say that the 
details couhl liiivo boun bo arranged as 
to make it acci;j)tablo to tho countrv. 
Ibit wo do most distinctly cont<'iul ami 
aiTirni that the local (roveriiiiient ought 
not to hav(f thrown away so favorable 
an opportiinitv for obtaining better 
terms. Had thev no{.;o iited, and hari 
Mr. Mackenzie rofu-sod to concede .such 
terms as would have boon ju»t and sat- 
istaotury tu ttie P rovuice, Biiti.ih Col- 
umbia would then have been placed in 
a more favo'-.-iblo position for an ap- 
peal to the Queen, while, at tho namo 
time, Mr. Jliackeuzio's profeBsions of 
generous intentions would have been 
tested. As it is, we have throw n aw.iy 
the opportunity and are left in a pain- 
ful position, indeed. But the doctrine 
is open to another class of objection. 
The old ToniiK mean no railway on 
Vancouver Island; a commencement at 
tife seaboard of the Mainland ^yhon 
the surveys can be conveniently com- 

■ pletad apd^tbe line located; such tar- 
aj^ progress towards tiie inttrior ae 
might happen to Buitihs finouoial ia- 
t«iMt« ftud thd ^ iooUQhtioiu oi 



tlie Eominion; and an iiiii)rofitnblo hub- 
Iiulu at tlurloniiiuidioii ot tho trraty ch'- . 
eado. It is nt'cilk'Sii to Bay, thoiofore, I 
tliat tho old, iniposwiblo Terms avo noithor 
suited to tho Mainland nor to the Islainl. , 
Under thcin tho Dominion wpiild bo kept | 
in a false position and lier credit more or i 
los.s inipoired, without in luiy way boiiolit 
ting liritisli Colunil-in, but tho reverse. 
Tho position of affairs snpeiiuduuod by 
the conduct of tho local Government is, 
mdcoii, <lepi'0!<8inpf and Uumiliating, and, 
as we said in a former artiole, our ohiof 
hope is in tho magnanimity of the Do. 
minion Government; for, aa matters stand 
now, tluTO seems too much reason to 
doul)t tho ellitjucy of an [i]ij)eid to the 
Queou, — too much reason to fear that 
Huch a stepaimply meansu twelvemonths' 
delay without any praotical results ;f or it. 
does not seem unreaaonablo to presnnio 
that Mr. Mackenzie, too, would await tlir> 
issue; and which can best afford to wait 
— Canada, or Columbia?

A liesson for I^adies, 

(From iheN. V. iiuie», April 4th.) 
The story goes that laltdy at one of 
thoBO elegant couatry aoaia that adorn 
tho banks of the Hudson above Nowburg, 
there was an oxodus of the entire body 
of women servants, or, as it might be 
•'mure soolliin' to the fcelin'.s ' to dcb- 
cnbo them, tcinale cnplu^ies. Wlicther 
the coachman was iinpropuious,the foot- 
man false. tho uiis'res.s — we beg pardon, 
tlie lady — exacting, or thero had been a 
vi:<itation of some other of those woes 
that so often harrow up the souls of our 
household help, even rumour does not re- 
late, liut w higher lliey went away or 
were sent away, they disparted in a body, 
and left the liousi" withi.'iU a friuulo ner- 
vaut to make a bed or t<i co(jk a dinner. 
Rut the luay, though Iclt without help, 
proved not to be helpless, and showeU 
that she was mistress not only of tho 
house, but uf the sitiiation. She had three 
daughters, one of w hom was married and 
goms but tbo other two. line, wsll grown 
young women, were still at homo. With 
tlie.so she iinmedialoly hold countel — 
Ruch counsel us .love was wont to hold 
with the mforiur gods— lioieiiiu^j bmiignly , 
but decu:ing tinally, tho coiiKefiucnco of 
which was that,co isidering the .soro trial 
to which they hud u.il boon subject for 
years from the lato departed ilamsolu and 
from '•tholike.i of them, ' the three ladios 
undertook to do the wliolo work of tho 
house — not a .small ouo. The result os- 
toiiuihod tlieiu all. Tho daughters work- 
ed, of courstt, under tho instruction and 
oo list ant ;ui per vision of their motiier;thore 
wore men animals within call to act us 
hewors of wood and drawora of water, and 
lilo at once becanio nnsj t'idiably lovely. 
That niay,pcrimps, puttli cliango rat'ier 
strongly. But, for cijiif usion, thero was 
Older ; for waste, economy ; for slighted 
work, thoroughness; beds and bed cham- 
bers liecaijio fore attractive to tho eye and 
saiishK3tory to tho body; the meat was not 
ovorroatued, and all that Came from 
butcher anil grocer was consumed in one 
Ijousehold, a;id not iu thrco or four. 
.Moreover, the ladiei. wiiro snrpirisod at tho 
Hhortucus uf the time i.i which tltpy could 
Ket through their work, and at the satis- 
faei ion they found in its cheerful perfor- 
m^inro. 

To thom, thus engaged, tho mirricil 
daughter makes a visit; and she, ready at 
tir.st to compassionate their lielpic!<rt con- 
dition, soon linds reason to chungo her 
toiio. After the oliservation of a day or 
two,Blio bleaks out in a strain of mingled 
admiration and repro:icli, oiun[>huning to 
hor mother that ••*-Ac had novor had any 
such advantages as these, and that, if she 
had, she would have been able to mansgo 
her Uousehold viuy nuioh bettor." She 
(lid not deem horsclf fortunate in i scaping 
from homo bcf(u^o hhe bad been called 
upon to sweep a room or r.akoa pudding; 
she saw, tho felt, that bho had boon 
wronged by being deprived of tho instruc- 
tion and the experience which had aooi 
dentally fallen to the lot of her youuger 
sisters. Wo are tolling rif an incident 
that really occurred , and wo aro t.uro,witli 
Kiibstantial adhoronco to tho fact of tho 
caso. We could point out tho houso in 
whicli all thiu bappoiied ;but setting usitlo 
all questions of tho violation of privacy, 
wo mercifully refrain from cautiiiig twri 
eotimablo and innocent young ladiostobo 
besiogod by au armv of marr.yiug men.

niftsculino mob that' would throng tho 
avenues to tlioir doors. 

These ladies, and particularly she who 
saw and mournod tho deprivation of her 
natural rights, Jiad, perhaps, an uncom- 
mon sense. But wa should bo sorry to 
behove that thB> oa2>acitj of what the 
Germans might call for homo-fitncBS had 
been eliminated from our women's very 
natures in tho courso of a generation. 
However this may bu, thero is no more 
room for doubt that tlio exporouco of 
this family toticlics tho spring of tho 
greater part of thoso troubles of hou;io- 
kooping which are an ever-beginning, 
novoroudlug sotiree of annoyance to 
women, and of discomfort and iiiercased 
expense to men at tho present day. Thin 
mother know how to keop her house, for 
sho had learnt it by experience under her 
own mother's eye. 'J'iiirty or forty years 
ago the matrons of our coantry, young as 
well us old. gave their mind's to tlinir 
housa-kooping. They took a prido in it; 
t'joy folt a personal re-spousibility for it. 
If any ouo in their hoii->o, not only tho 
stranger within their .gaten, hntthosu lufs 
iiitorosting, if not loss important, person- 
ages known as Lu.sIiuuIn aii<l brotlirrs 
were badly lodged, or badly fed, or lelt 
shivering with cold, or half atitlod with 
gas, or nlllictcd with dingy, buttonless 
shirts and nmiorgariufinta.the mistress of 
tho house felt that, whoever among her 
suliordiuatea, cook, housemiiid, or even 
daughter, had been incompetent or neg- 
lectful, it was she, tho lioii-sfkeepor, lh.it 
was rosponaible, aiul t^lio look it to heart 
accordinely. A eoiiifcjrtloss, wastofully- 
cooked dinner, an untidy parlour, a 
basket of •'muasy"i;lothes from tho wash 
ing, was not set aside with a meio ex- 
piesaion of fanlt-Hndiiigi^u regard to tbo 
cook, tho liouseiiiaid, or the laundress; 
the lioUHekeo[ier felt that bho iiiu>t have 
been ill fault, or that ut h.ast tlie consure 
would and Bhoiild tir.st fall ii|)oii her own 
head, she being rospouaiuie lor the do- 
ings of her subordiuatus. She felt that 
her hu8baus!^}ifl4 n right I c look to her 
for the comfort and the economical man- 
agcnant of his hoiiaebolil; and if she wcro 
at all a conBcientiotis aud an intolligont 
j.-erson, she folt that if things went hib- 
• tunlly wrong he would have the right to 
infer incompotenoo on her part as mana- 
ger or neglect as overseer. Oonseipiently, 
she gave her mind to maiiaging and hi r 
time to overseeing her affairs.as ho gava 
bis mind and timo to his. She was thus 
a practical houackcopor; that is, shcrenily 
did keep houso. Whatever a lady's sta- 
tion in life, or whatever the means ut her 
command, tbo exceiitioiis to this rule 
were rare, and in any case tbey were not 
rog.irded as creditable. Consequently, 
gu la grew up trains I honjekee))ers. But 
now wo have clinnged all that. Wo must 
bo elegant or die; anil to keoj) houso in 
any other way than by giving orders is in 
elegant, ami quite unworthy of a womin 
who lias no fortune of her own and 
whose husband's yearly income 18 a iew 
thousand paper dollars. She expects to 
keep house with as liltle personal inter- 
ference in the dutoils of the work as if fihe 
had a corps of trained Jiltn'opeun iiervaiils 
and a housekeeper. For somebody must 
I k'.'ep tlis housa, or the hou.sc will go the 
I way of all houses that aio left to keep 
I theinselveH.asthouaunds of houses do go 
yearly. Out of this tronbla the dull, nn 
reasoning, masouliua mind can see but one 
way — a return, nioro or less complete, to 
the practice and discipline of which the 
ladv in our story couiplaincil that sho had 
been deprived.
